Great Teeneli
When tho Pilgrim Fathom landeJ

on tho Now England shores;, after tho
pan ago of centuries during which
man hud presumably advanced on
,tho Intellectual plane, thev werejpBtlged to return to tho primitive ex-
podIon t and d!g oavet in tho groundto shelter themselves from tho blasts
nf the Massachusetts winter, writes
J. C. M'Vahoncy 'n the Sunday Magnzlne. Even tho cyclone cellars can
show no patentablo Improvement up-1
on the device of primitive, semtsavagc
nmn, ntM the greatest prcduct of
twentieth century engineering! the
Slmplon tunnel through the Alps. Is
hard Iv mote wonderful than the tun¬
nel that Herodotus found on the Is¬
land of Santos In the fifth century be¬
fore Christ.
The location of the tunnel was un¬known to modern scholars until iss-j

when Kyrillos, tlie abbot of the neighboring cloister or llagla Tries, acci¬
dentally discovered It. It Was built
apparently so tliat no enemy besieg¬ing the city could hot shut oft the wn
ter supply of the inhabitant?. All
along the walls mnnll niches wer.» cut,in many of which Iqrracottn lampshave been found. Its entire length Isthirty itWO hundred and eighty-one
feet, nnd on nn average It is two feet
square. The construction was begun
at. both ends; but the Juncture of the
two sections was not strictly accu¬
rate. In addition to piercing n moun¬
tain seven hundred and titty feet high,
the tunnel ali=o runs under a small
ntream, nnd may thus lie assumed to
have been the first subaqueous tunnel
in Europe, If not. In tho world.

This, however. Is not the llrst un¬
derground passage of which there Is a
record. In times contemporaneous
with the slego of Troy, or even before,
a tunnel which is said to havo been
four miles long was built to carry off
tho waters of iJtke Topolla (Copals)
In Boeotla.
Tho following Inscription found nt

Slloam in 1880 la descriptive of n
Jewish tunnel, the date of which most
authorities place at 700 B. C: "(Be¬
hold) the excavation, Now, this la
the history of the tunnel. While the
workmen were atlll lifting the ax.
each toward his neighbor, und while
three cubits nt 111 rnmnlned (lo cut
through), (each heard) the voice of
tho other who cnllcd to his neighbor,
since there was an excess In the rook
on the right hand nnd ton tho left).
And on the day of the excavation the
workmen Btruek, each to meet bis
neighbor, ax to ax. and there flowed
the waters from the spring to the pool
for twelve hundred cubits; and . .

of a cubit, was the height of the rod:
over the heads of the many dead ends
found In the middle of tho tunnel, and
a proof that It was built from both
ends.

The (Roman Catacombs.
Not tho loairt. rcDinrkablc of tho

3 of the World
ninny historic Inmlinnrks In Rome are
tlto catacombs, declared by some to
bo at groat antiquity, "quarries hewn
long before tho Rome of Romulus nnd
RemUa wan founded." Modern re-
search, bowovcr, Booms i<> Indicate
that tbey nro no rirllor than the sec¬
ond century, and that they woro built
by the Christians as places for wor¬
ship sihd for thd burial of the dead
Altogether, the catacombs, forming a
network Of tunnels hot less than live
hundred miles in lengtli. are one of
the most wondrous relics of bygone
times, Tbey nro to lie found not only
In Inly. but. in franco, Qrecco, Asia,
Minor, Persia, Ifgypt, and oven Peru
Those of ancient IVrnrla are partim
larly Interesting on account of tbeli
construction, having been l.uilt (Ikehouses, with the furnishings, chairs,
and couches hewn out of the livingrock', ami the roofs carved im Imitation
of beams and rafters. «

Some Of the Roman sowers, like the
Cloaca Maxima, built by the Tarquln
King:! even before the period of the
Republic, are so large that a loaded
hay wagon might pass through them
with ea.*o. It Is said that thirty thou¬
sand laborers wore occupied for elev
en years with hammer and pick at
and chisel in the construction of the
tunnel three nnd a half miles long
which was built In Roman limes un¬
der Mount Salvlano to drain Lake
Fuelno.
During the Dark Ages works of his

character came to a practical stand¬
still, and it was not until medieval
times that a revival began. In 1404
the excavation of tiie Francis adit in
the Hungarian mines at Schcmnltst
was begun. By 1637 ll bad boon push
cd to a length of a mile and a quarter
and was luted both for the transporta¬
tion of ore and to carry off water from
the mine.
What was by far the longest tunnel

in the world until tho completion of
the Simplen bore through tho Alps
In ID06, was the Joseph II. mining
adit (ten and a quarter miles in
length) In the same section of linn
gary. Almost a century was consum¬ed in lttt construction, it having boon
begun in 17S2 and not completed un¬
til 1878.

In tho United Stales* the longest
mining tunnel Is the Smro gallery In
Nevada, which measures nearly four
miles. As an object of Interest, how¬
ever, It docs not compare with the
Cowenhovcti tunnel at. Aspen. Colora¬
do, which pierces Smuggler Mountain
and furnishes drainage and transpor
tation for thirty different mines.

Tunnels Under Water.
To an observing man Is due the

credit for the first great, subaqueous
tunnel of modern times. Two of three
fruitless attempts had been made to
connect tho shores of Kent-and Essex
by a passage under tho Thames, and

the Idea hnii finally been abandoned
an Impracticable, imill one day Sir
Marc laambard Mrunol, while walkingthrough a docqyard at Chatham,
the Teredo Aavalls, a worm dreadod
by all ship owners, perforating a piece
of timber. The way In which this
worm worked Kick-ward, driving n
pair of strong shelly valves with a
rotary motirn like an anger, and fol¬
lowing the loo'ened longitudinal fis¬
sure In Its hod'' to its nnn-h, where
they were expelled, attracted bis- at¬
tention and suggested the Idea of con¬
structing a tunneling shield on tho
same plan. Rrttnel perfected his In¬
vention, and in 1825 work began on'
the great >nnre| u".der the Thnntes,.
which was finished In IS 12.
Perhaps the meft noteworthy suba¬

queous tunnel In this eeuntrv l<? that
under tho Hudson, between Hoboken
und New York, the construction "f
Which was begun as long aco as 187-1.
This was opened to travel a few
weeks ago. It consist* of twin lubes
eighteen feet in diameter, the flrsrt of
which was c.plfted Maxell U, 1904
tho second September 29, 190-1. In'
each tob.-» there fs a slnsle track for
electric carp end concrete walks on
each side fo, u^e when tho road Is
blocked, The d!?tfince between the
shafts In Hol oben nnd New York Is
more than a mile.

In England, a tunnel more than four,miles In length weg bullt under tho(Severn between 1S":1 and 1X8«. There
Is also one under the Mersey about'
a mile long. Nuroorou sother subn-|
qucons tunnels there are worthy of
mention, those under the Detroit Riv¬
er and under the St. Clalr, the two
tunnels for foot passengers and ve¬
hicles under the Chicago River. t>e
one for water supply at Cleveland un
der the lake and the tunnel undei
Rostou Harbor.

Great Railroad Bores.
The tlrst great railroad tunnel wa»

the one. four and three-quarter mile?
in length, which penetnt'-a the Hoo-
;ae Mountains in Massachusetts; but
It has long since been eclipsed. At-'
though projected In isr.-t It was not
finished until I87.r>. 1

A much more stupendous task was
the tunneling of the Cn*Bft«ll range in
Washington for the Northern Pacific,railroad. As the time when the plana
wore drawn itp the site of the tunnel
was tn a virgin wUdernes*, eighty*two miles from the nearest railway
terminus. Two roads had to he built
through the mountains to reach the
peak, towering four thousand feet
above the level of the sea, through
which the tnmiel was to run. rivers
had to be turned naldo from t.lielr
hods, and largo bridges* hnd to be
thrown aorors others. All the vaSl
engineering mechanism for tho prose-
cutlon of tho work had to be trans¬
port I'd across the continent. In less
than two years nfler the contract for
the undertaking had been signed In
the city of .New York on January 21.
1880. thp great tunnel, eighty-nine
hundred and fifty feet long, alxteec
feet wide, twenty-two feel high, ami
at one point cloven hundred and thir-

tyAva feet below tho summit of tho
mountain, was completed at a cost of
ono hundred ami eighteen dollars a

running foot.
About forty miles north of this tun¬

nel, as tllo bird Hies, tho Oreat North'
cm railroad completed another tore
through tho same mountain range In
October, i!»no. it Is almost a mile
longer than the earlier tunnel, and It
lined throughout with concreto, which
Is nowhere lc.su Ihhn 1**0 feet in trick
ness. Two mountain peaks lower
above the tunnel, the highest of whirl:
i-, more than two thousand foet above!
the tracks. "i

Through the Alps.
After the completion of the St. Got¬

thard and the Alber'g, lite gateways
In tho Alps between Germany and
Italy, agitation began in Franco, fni
tho construction of a tunnel near the
Simplou Pass; for the Mount Cent*
bore was at best only a roundabout
way. At length, In November, 1800.
the convention between' Italy ami
Switzerland for the building of the
tunnel was signed. Work, however
ditl not begin until the autumn >".
1808, when the first stroke was made
on tho northern section at Brleg,
Switzerland, and a few months later
the southern sec!Son was opened at
Domo d'Ossola In Northern Italy. The
juncture between the two galleries
was effected on February 24, 190C
Tho total length of the tunnel Is mere
than twelve and a quarter miles. The
hlghoat point Is twenty-three hundred
and twelve feet oL'DVO sea level; yet
at one spot Mount Lcono towers sev¬
en thousand feet above the floor of
the tunnel.
Ono of the mout interesting fea¬

tures of tills wonderful achievement
was the method of ventilation. There
are two pasf-agns running parallel,
fifty-two feet from center to center
connected by transverse Kallerlos
every six hundred feet. Whenever
ono of these galleries- was reached
the previous ones were hermetically
soaled. At the mouth of one of the
passages an enormous fan was set
up. which drove the fresh air Into the
tunnel with such force that a man
ennid not stand up against It. When
the nlr reachod the bn-t cross section
It psarod over Into tho portions In
which the men were working, ami
forced tip- foul air out of the tunnel
through the main pissage.
The Simplen tunnel was somewhat

oild In the extraordinary care that
was taken of the workmen. Throe;
thousand men were employed in three;
shifts, and the work went on night,
and day. Kvery possible comfort was]provided for them, to furnish protee
tlnn from the effects of sudden
Changes In the temperature ami from
the ravages of "tunnel sickness." A
large hospital was Inlll at the Swiss,
end to provide for those who were in
Jured. If the inlurv was serious r»
pension wan Issued, and when a death
occurred the family of the unfortunate
victim was Indemnified.
